The  Board  of  Managers  in  presenting  their  Ninth  Annctal  Re- 
port, can  only  reiterate  the  continued  success  of  the  efforts  of  the  So- 
ciety, as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  our  efficient  Agent,  Mr.  W.  G. 
Palmer,  to  which  they  beg  leave  to  call  the  earnest  attention  of  our 
citizens  ;  exhibiting  the  great  advantage  to  the  tax  payers  of  our 
City,  as  well  as  the  moral  and  intellectual  improvement  of  the  child- 
ren, in  removing  them  from  scenes  of  dissipation  and  vice,  and  plac- 
ing them  in  comfortable  Christian  homes  in   the  country. 

We  desire  to  call  the  particular  attention  of  our  city  authorities  to 
the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the  children  are  committed  to  oub 
care  by  the  Magistrates  of  the  city,  through  the  aid  of  the  Police, 
whose  efforts  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  this  portion  of  our  com- 
munity, we  desire  to  commend.  We  consider  the  expense  of  carry- 
ing on  the  operations  of  the  Society,  if  entirely  borne  by  the  City, 
would  be  an  ecomomical  expenditure  of  its  money. 

We  have  three  hundred  and  sixty-six  children  now  in  homes  in 
the  country.  Early  in  the  year  it  was  directed  by  the  Board,  that 
the  Agent  should  visit  all  of  our  children  at  their  homes,  to  ascertain 
whether  the  views  and  objects  of  our  association  were  being  carried 
out  in  good  faith  by  those  with  whom  they  had  been  placed.  He 
did  visit  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  homes,  and  only  found  it  in- 
cumbent upon  him  to  remove  fourteen  into  new  homes,  all  the  others 
being  suitably  placed.  It  will  continue  to  be  a  part  of  our  policy, 
to  visit  the  homes  in  this  manner ;  so  that  all  our  children  may  be 
under  the  supervision  of  our  Society. 

The  city  reduced  its  appropriation  for  this  year  to  eight  hundred 
dollars ;  not  that  the  operations  of  the  Society  were  considered  less 
valuable,  but  the  demands  on  the  city  treasury,  were  very   large. 
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It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  claims  of  the  Society  will  be  consider- 
ed very  favorable,  as  its  charitable  objects  are  general  without  re- 
gard to  sect  or  creed. 

The  Society  has  also  great  claims  on  the  favorable  consideration 
of  the  State  ;  as  through  its  efforts  a  large  amount  of  useful  and  in- 
telligent labor  is  furnished  its  farming  interests. 

The  Lady  Managers  of  the  Society,  have  rendered  very  efficient 
service  in  managing  the  affairs  of  the  Home,  and|furnishing  clothing 
for  the  children  out  of  their  funds. 

The  Northern  Central  Rail  Eoad  Company,  continue  their  very 
liberal  course  of  transporting  our  children  free  of  charge. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  has  recently  taken  our  child- 
ren at  half  price. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Cullum,  has  been  appointed  our  soliciting  Agent,  for 
whom  we  bespeak  a  favorable  reception. 

Our  acknowledgments  are  again  due  to  our  Matron,  for. her  zeal, 
in  caring  for  the  children  while  in  our  "  Home." 

Doctor  James  Oabey  Thomas,  a  member  of  our  Board,  continues 
his  constant  attention  to  the  health  of  the  children  gratuitously. 


AGENT'S  AMUAL  REPOKT, 

OCTOBER  ist,  1869. 


Office,  No.  72  N.  Calvert  Street. 

Gentlemen  : 

We  had  remaining  in  our  "  Home"  at  the  close  of  the  year  ending 
September  30th,  1868,  10  children.  83  additional  ones  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  22  returned  to  the  "  Home"  from  the  country,  making  in 
the  aggregate  115.  Of  this  number,  68  have  been  placed  in  comfor- 
table homes  ;  3  ran  off  from  the  "  Home,"  and  for  various  reasons 
were  not  returned.  37  have  been  returned  to  their  parents  ;  4  com- 
mitted to  other  Institutions  ;  1  arrived  at  age  from  the  "  Home" 
leaving  with  us  not  disposed  of,  2.     Of  the  83  received,  21  had  both 
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parents  living ;  9  had  father  only  ;  30  had  mother  only  ;  23  were 
orphans ;  26  were  received  from  mother ;  22  from  magistrates  ;  15 
from  father,  8  from  Baltimore  Orphan  Asylum ;  5  from  relatives , 
4  from  Criminal  Court ;  2  from  police,  and  1  from  friend. 

48  were  American,  18  Irish,  11  German,  5  Scotch  andl  Italian.  28 
could  read  and  write,  23  could  read  only,  and  32  could  neither  read 
nor  write. 

Of  the  82  placed  in  homes,  including  14  transferred,  81  were 
placed  in  Maryland,  and  1  in  Virginia. 

Of  the  above  number,  (82),  73  were  placed  with  farmers,  2  with 
shoemakers,  1  with  carpenter,  1  with  storekeeper,  1  with  teacher,  1 
with  tanner,  1  with  post  master,  1  with  butter  dealer,  and  1  with  sash 
manufacturer. 

Six  expeditions,  comprising  companies  of  children,  were  made,  as 
follows :

One  to  Clarksburg,  Montgomery  County. 
Through  Washington,  Frederick,  and  Montgomery  Counties. 
Through  Queen  Anne,   Kent,    Dorchester,  Talbot    and    Caroline 
Counties. 

Through  Anne  Arundel  County. 
Through  Baltimore  County. 
225  children  have  been  visited. 

12  Letters  have  been  received  from  children  themselves. 
815Written  and  verbal  reports  have  been  received  relative  to  the 
children. 
2  have  arrived  at  age. 
2  deceased.

SYNOPSIS  OF  AGENT'S  EXPEDITIONS  AND  VISITS, 

MADE  DURING  THE  YEAR  ENDING   SEPTEMBER  30,  1S69. 


October  27,  1868. — Expedition  to  Calvert  county,  with  a  company 
of  seven  children,  procuring  for  them  suitable  homes. 

November  9,  1868. — Attendance  at  Belair,  Harford  county,  in  obe- 
dience to  a  summons  received  from  State's  Attorney  to  appear  before 
the  Grand  Jury  there,  in  a  prosecution  of  certain  charges  for  improper 
conduct  towards  one  of  our  children  by  its  Foster  Parent,  a  resident 
of  said  county. 

November  17,  1868. — Attendance  at  Belair,  Harford  county,  in  obe- 
dience to  a  summons  received,  from  States  Attorney  to  appear  before 
the  Criminal  Court  there,  *in  the  above  mentioned  case. 

January  23,  1869.~Visited  Montgomery  county,  investigating 
charges  of  maltreatment,  preferred  against  the  Foster  Parents  of  two 
of  our  children.  Being  fully  convinced  of  the  fallacy  of  said  charges, 
so  reported  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

February  5,  1869. — Expedition  to  Calvert  county,  with  a'-company 
of  ten  children,  procuring  for  them  suitable  homes. 

April  2,  1869. — Expedition  to  Frederick  county,  with  a  company 
of  eleven  children,  procuring  for  nine  of  them  suitable  homes,  and 
returning  with  two. 

April  27,  1869. — Expedition  to  Frederick  county,  with  a  company 
of  five  children  procuring  for  them  suitable  homes. 

April  2,  1869. — Visiting  tour  through  Washington,  Frederick,  and 
Montgomery  counties,  closely  investigating  the  homes  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-seven  children  placed  out  by  this  society  in  said  counties, 
and  rendering  to  your  Board  upon  my  return,  June  5,  concise 
written  reports  thereof.  During  this  tour,  removed  seven  children 
from  improper  homes,  and  transferred  four. 

July  1,  1869. — Expedition  to  Washington  county,  with  a  company 
of  seven  children  procuring  for  them  suitable  homes ;  after  which 
visited  six  of  them;  closely  investigating  their  homes;  rendering 
to  your  Board  upon  my  return,  July  15,  concise  written  reports  thereof. 

July  24,  1869. — Visiting  tour  through  Queen  Anne,  Kent,  Dor- 
chester,  Talbot,   and  Caroline    counties ;    closely    investigating   the 
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homes  of  thirty-four  children,  placed  out  by  this  Society  in  said 
counties,  and  rendering  to  your  Board  upon  my  return,  August  21, 
concise  written  reports  thereof. 

Daring  the  tour  removed  five  children  from  improper  homes,  and 
transferred  three. 

August  30,  1869  — Visiting  through  Anna  Arundel  county  ;  closely 
investigating  the  homes  of  four  children  placed  out  by  this  Society 
in  said  county,  and  rendering  to  your  Board  upon  my  return,  Septem- 
ber 2,  concise  written  reports  thereof. 

During  this  tour,  finding  two  of  our  children  in  an  improper  home, 
reported  the  same  to  your  Board,  who  have  ordered  their  return. 

September  15,  1869. — Expedition  to  Frederick  county,  with  a  com- 
pany of  fifteen  children  procuring  suitable  homes  for  thirteen,  and 
returning  with  two. 

September  21,  1869. — Visiting  tour  through  Baltimore  county, 
closely  investigating  the  homes  of  twenty-eight  children,  placed  out 
by  this  Society  in  said  county,  and  rendering  to  your  Board  upon  my 
return,  September  30,  concise  written  reports  thereof. 

Found  no  occasion  for  the  removal  of  any  of  our  children  from 
their  homes  in  this  county. 


A  Few  of  the  many  Good  Results  of  Nine  Years'  Labor, 
as  witnessed  by  the  Agent,  during  his  Visiting  Tour 
among  our  Children,  in  their  country  Homes. 


THE    FORTUNES  OF  A  NEWS  BOY. 

Upon  a  cold  gloomy  Sabbath  night  in  the  winter  of  1861,  our 
Agent's  attention  was  called  to  the  case  of  a  boy  of  thirteen  years, 
residing  with  his  mother,  in  the  cellar  of  a  tenement  house  of  our 
city.  Found  this  family  in  the  most  destitute  circumstances.  The 
wretched  mother  bloafed  by  drink,  was  shivering  over  a  few  embers, 
composed  of  tan  and  old  shoes,  no  furniture  but  an  old  stool,  no 
light  but  such  as  the  embers  emitted.  An  earthen  floor  upon  which, 
in  one  corner  was  piled  a  bundle  of  filthy  rags,  the  family's  bed; 
vermin  in  abundance,  with  an  atmosphere  almost  suffocating. 
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Tommy  was  received : — Accustomed  however  to  the  low  excitements 
of  a  city  life,  we  found  it  difficult  to  induce  him  to  exchange  it  for 
the  quiet  of  a  country  home.  When  interrogated  as  to  where  he  slept 
at  night,  he  replied  "  when  not  at  home,  I  sleep  in  the  basement  of  the 
Sun  building."  He  eventually  consented  to  accept  of  a  home  in  the 
family  of  a  wealthy  Christian  farmer.  Upon  the  morning  of  his  de- 
parture, bidding  adieu  to  our  Matron,  he  remarked,  "  I  have  been  a 
very  bad  boy,  I  know,  but  I  am  going  to  the  country  now,  to  make  a 
man  of  myself."  He  is  now  twenty-two  (22)  years  of  age,  but  still 
an  inmate  of  the  excellent  family  into  which  he  was  adopted  nearly 
nine  years  since. 

Our  Agent  reports  a  visit  made  to  Tommy  on  the  seventh  of  April 
last,  as  follows  : 

Arrived  early  in  the  afternoon   at  the  residence  of  Mr. ,  a 

new  and  very  handsome  two  story  brick  dwelling  upon  a  farm  of  190 
acres ;  was  received  very  hospitably  by  Tommy's  foster  parents. 
This  family  are  quite  wealthy,  and  having  no  children  of  their  own, 
have  always  felt  towards* our  little  news  boy  as  if  he  were  their  child, 
rewarding  his  faithfulness  by  numerous  kind  and  generous  acts. — 
Through  opportunities  allowed  him  for  speculation,  and  other  means 
of  earning  money  for  himself,  including  his  freedom  dues  of  one 
hundred  dollars  and  a  valuable  horse,  Tommy  has  successfully 
scraped  together  some  seven  hundred  dollars,  besides  an  abundance 
of  clothing. 

His  advantages  for  an  education  have  been  three  months  annually 
until  he  arrived  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  when  he  refused  longer 
to  attend.  He  has  always  possessed  excellent  opportunities  for  re- 
ligious instruction  ;  through  which  his  morals  have  been  greatly  im- 
proved, so  much  so  as  to  secure  for  him  the  respect  of  the  entire 
community  among  whom  he  resides.  He  has  had,  and  still  retains 
for  his  exclusive  use,  one  of  the  finest  rooms  in  his  foster  parents' 
beautiful  home,  which  has  been  nicely  fitted  up  for  his  accommoda- 
tion. Tommy  has  concluded,  although  of  age,  to  remain  in  his  old 
home,  and  carry  on  the  farm,  such  being  the  request  of  his  foster 
father,  whose  health  has  become  impaired.  He  is  now  receiving 
wages  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  annually, 
his  board  and  a  sufficiency  of  genteel  and  substantial  clothing. 

The  above  information,  I  have  gained  through  a  private  conversa- 
tion with  Tommy,  which  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  his  foster 
parents. 

Tommy  thus  endorses  in  writing  his  foster  parents,  as  they  have 
lately  received  a  younger  boy  from  us  :  "I  have  been  with  Mr.  H. 
since  thirteen,  found  it  a  good  home,  it  will  be  a  good  home  for  any 
poor  boy."  Was  not  our  News  Boy  fortunate,  and  did  not  he  make 
a  man  of  himself? 

SAVED  FROM  THE  WRECK. 

In  the  Fall  of  1863,  we  were  successful  in  rescuing  a  lovely  girl  of 
eleven   years,  an  orphan,  from  the  tyranny   of  a  lewd    woman,  the 
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keeper  of  one  of  the  vilest  rum  holes,  and  dance  houses,  in  our  city, 
a  place  nightly  thronged  by  a  class  of  thieves  and  profligates,  black 
and  white,  who  were  rapidly  instilling  into  her  young  heart  the  venom 
of  their  own  villanious  passions  and  propensities.  Indeed,  so  infatuated 
had  she  become  with  her  reckless  life,  as  to  induce  her  to  make  sev- 
eral attempts  to  return  to  it.  Finding  that  her  movements  were 
clandestinely  watched  by  her  former  vile  companions,  in  order  to  kid- 
nap her  from  our  "  Home"  necessity  compelled  us  to  the  adoption  of 
speedy  measures  for  her  removal  to  a  country  home,  where  she  has 
been  living  happily  for  the  past  six  years. 

Our  Agent  reports  his  visit  to  her  last  April,  as  follows  : 

I  found  Sally  well  and  perfectly  contented.  The  family  by  whom 
she  has  been  adopted  are  not  only  excellent  Christians,  but  are  withal 
very  wealthy.  Her  present  home  is  in  a  handsome  brick  dwelling 
upon  a  rich  farm.  Her  foster  father  has  no  other  young  children. 
Being  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  he  has  furnished  her  with 
the  best  religious  advantages,  she  attends  church  and  Sabbath  school 
regularly,  whenever  the  weather  will  permit,  and. day  school  six 
months  annually.  When  received  under  our  care,  she  did  not  know 
her  alphabet ;  her  present  studies  are  Reading,  Writing,  Geography, 
and  Arithmetic  ;    she  has  an  abundance  of  comfortable  clothing. 

From  a  wild,  reckless,  and  profane  girl,  she  has  become,  through  the 
influence'  of  a  good  home,  a  gentle,  amiable,  and  virtuous  young 
woman,  greatly  beloved  and  respected  in  the  neighborhood  in  which 
she  resides.  The  following  is  the  substance  of  a  private  conversation 
held  with  her  by  our  Agent  during  his  visit. 

A. — Are  you  satisfied  with  your  home  here? 

S. — I  am  that,  you  didn't  think  I  would  stay  at  my  home  so  good, 
did  you?  I  intend  to  remain  in  it  until  I  become  of  age.  I  don't  believe 
in  running  off. 

A. — Do  you  think  I  could  get  you  as  good  a  home  anywhere  else  ? 

S. — No,  Sir.     I  don't  think  you  could. 

A. — What  shall  I  tell  the  Board  of  Managers? 

S.— Oh  !  tell  them  1  like  my  home  and  intend  to  stay  till  I  am  of 
age.  I've  only  got  a  year  and  a  half  longer  to  stay.  I've  got  a  home 
as  long  as  I  want,  here,  (and  laughingly,  added,)  if  you  take  me  away, 
you  will  have  to  drag  me. 

A  BRAND  PLUCKED  FROM  THE  BURNING. 

In  the  fall  of  1860,  a  police  officer  brought  to  our  office,  No.  31 
Lexington  Street,  (we  were  not  blessed  with  a  "  Home  "  in  that  early 
stage  of  our  history),  a  puny,  sickly  lad  of  eight  years,  whose  vag- 
rant mother  had  been  committed  to  Jail  for  drunkenness,  and  disor- 
derly conduct.  This  miserable  creature,  while  under  the  maddening 
influence  of  drink,  was  accustomed  to  chastise  this  child  so  severely 
as  to  compel  the  interposition  of  the  police  for  his  protection. 

It  was  in  the  month  of  February,  1861,  that  we  were  successful  in 
adopting  Charley  into  a  Christian  family  in  the  country,  where  there 
were  no  other  children.     While  in  this  home,  Charley  professed  a 
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change  of  heart,  and  conne3ted  himself  with  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church,  of  which  society  he  has  held  his  membership  for  the 
past  seven  years;  beloved  and  respected  throughout  the  community 
in  which  he  lives. 

His  poor  degraded  mother  has  long  since  gone  down  to  a  drunk- 
ard's grave. 

Oar  Agent  visiting  Charley  in  his  country  home  last  month,  found 
him  well  and  happy.  He  assured  the  Agent,  during  a  private  con- 
versation, that  his  foster  parents  were  both  very  kind  and  consider- 
ate, and  that  they  treated  him  exactly  as  their  own  child,  furnishing 
him  at  all  times  with  a. sufficiency  of  good  clothing.  He  has  attend- 
ed day  school  three  months  annually.  His  studies  are  Reading, 
"Writing,  Arithmetic  and  Geography.  He  attends  church  and  Sab- 
bath school  regularly  the  year  round. 

A  number  of  gentlemen  feeling  a  deep  interest  in  Charley's  wel- 
fare, as  well  as  pleased  with  his  intelligence  and  piety,  have,  at  the 
present  time  under  consideration,  the  raising  of  a  fund,  whereby  he 
may  be  sent  to  College,  in  order  that  he  may  be  fitted  for  the  Chris- 
tian ministry. 


EELIO  OF  THE  WAR. 

A  poor  refugee  mother,  with  her  three  children,  the  within  men- 
tioned little  girl,  an  idiot  boy,  and  a  baby,  was,  in  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1867,  being  utterly  homeless,  compelled  to  seek  an  asylum  at 
"Bay  View."  Before  doing  so,  however,  she  committed  her  daughter, 
a  child  of  eia;ht  years  to  our  care  ;  her  idiot  son,  and  baby  she  re- 
tained. For  little  Charlotte  we  have  procured  a  good  country  home. 
When  received,  she  was  extremely  delicate.  Our  Agent  visiting  her 
in  April  last,  thus  reports  : — I  did  not  at  first  recognize  our  little 
sickly  refugee,  she  had  grown  so  fat. 

Her  home  is  in  a  lovely  little  village,  nestling  at  the  foot  of  a  beau- 
tiful chain  of  hills. 

Charlotte's  foster  parents,  are  strictly  pious  people.  She  attends 
church,  Sabbath  school,  and  day  school  regularly.  When  first  received, 
she  was  ignorant  of  the  alphabet ;  she  is  now  learning  to  read.  She 
possesses  clothing  in  abundance. 

I  met  her  on  the  road  returning  from  day  school ;  asked  her  if  she 
desired  to  return  with  me  to  Baltimore.  She  replied:  "  No,  sir  !  I 
would  rather  stay  here;  mother  (meaning  her  foster  mother)  h-s 
been  sick,  but  she  is  getting  better  now  ;  I  have  been  sick  too."  She 
was  plainly,  though  neatly  and  comfortably  dressed.  Quite  a  contrast 
to  the  delicate  Southern  child  of  two  years  since.

A  HOMELESS  ORPHAN. 

The  subject  of  the  following  letter,  is  a  very  pretty  and  interest- 
ing girl  of  fourteen  years,  an  orphan,  found  by  the  police,  wandering, 
homeless  and  friendless,  upon  our  streets.  She  was,  in  February  last, 
committed  to  our  care  by  a  police  magistrate.  Oar  Agent  having  vis- 
ited her  in  her  country  home,  is  well  assured  of  its  superiority. 

Mr.  Palmer. 

Beat  Sir :  I  will  endeavor  to  write  you  a  report  of  S.  In  the  first 
place  I  can  say,  she  renders  perfect  satisfaction.  She  is  all  that  we 
could  require.  She  is  very  kind  and  willing  to  do  any  thing  we  ask 
her  to  do. 

I  have  not  seen  her  out  of  humor  once  since  she  has  been  here. 
She  is  punctual  in  her  attendance  upon  church  and  Sabbath  school. 
I  think  she  only  missed  one  Sabbath,  when  it  rained.  She  also  goes. 
to  preaching  nearly  every  Sabbath.  She  says  she  is  very  well  con- 
tented here,  and  would  not  like  to  leave.  She  has  not  gone  to  any 
day  school  yet,  but  I  expect  to  send  her,  as  soon  as  school  commences 
in  our  district. 

The  school  house  is  about  half  a  mile  from  here.  School  will 
commence  here  in  the  fall.  She  is  going  there  to  singing  school  once 
a  week. 

Well,  I  suppose  I  have  written  enough  for  this  time.  You  can  rest 
assured  she  will  be  well  taken  care  of,  as  we  feel  an  interest  in  her, 
and  like  her  very  much ;  therefore  we  will  try  and  improve  her  all 
we  can,  both  in  a  spiritual  and  temporal  point  of  view. 

N.  B.  Please  excuse  my  delay  in  writing  you,  I  have  been  very 
busy  in  getting  my  crop  secured,  or  I  would  have  written  sooner.

I  found  he  was  very  punctual  in  coming  home  at  the  appointed  time. 

As  regards  his  character — he  has  a  very  quick  temper,  but  is  very 
easily  subdued,  as  is  generally  the  case  with  most  boys  of  his  age  ; 
but  I  am  in  hopes  he  will  outgrow  that  as  he  gets  older.

Dear  Sir :  In  reply  to  your  inquiries  respecting  children  to  be 
sent  into  the  country,  we  would  make  the  following  statement  of  our 
purposes  and  plan  of  working  : 

We  receive  children  from  8  to  15  years  for  Boys,  and  from  8  to  12 
for  Girls. 

We  place  our  children  in  none  but  religious  or  strictly  moral 
families,  in  comfortable  circumstances,  with  the  expectation  that,  if 
both  parties  (the  country  applicant  and  the  Society,)  are  satisfied  after 
a  trial  of  two  months,  the  children  are  to  remain  till  eighteen  years 
of  age  ;  if  the  children  do  not  prove  satisfactory,  they  may  be  return- 
ed to  us  at  the  expiration  of  their  two  months'  trial.

A  letter  of  recommendation  from  your  pastor,  or  some  responsible 
person,  is  necessary  ;  if  you  live  in  a  neighborhood  where  you  have  a 
"  Local  Committee,"  we  expect  its  endorsement,  and  if  you  have  ac- 
quaintances in  Baltimore,  we  wish  their  address.  When  the  child  is 
eighteen  years  of  age,  it  must  receive  fifty  dollars,  payable  to  the  order 
of  our  Agent. 

Persons  are  expected  to  call  at  the  "  Home,"  or  send  some  responsi- 
ble person  for  the  children.  Those  who  cannot  call  or  send,  must 
wait  until  the  Agent  can  deliver  the  children  to  them,  and  they  are 
expected  to  pay  their  traveling  expenses  from  Baltimore,  and  also  back, 
if  returned. 

It  is  desired  that  parties  applying  give  full  information  as  to  their 
wants,  and  it  is  advised  that  they  apply  for  the  younger  children,  ex- 
perience teaching  us  that  they  are  more  easily  managed,  and  give 
more  general  satisfaction  than  the  older. 

We  shall  insist  upon  your  writing  us  in  regard  to  the  welfare  of 
the  child  twice  a  year,  on  the  First  of  January  akd  First  of  July.

4.  Will  you  retain  the  child  until  it  has  had  a  fair  trial  of  two 
months,  and  than  keep  it  if  you  are  satisfied,  until  it  attains  the 
age  of  eighteen  years  ? 

5.  Should  you  wish  to  return  the  child  at  the  expiration  of  two 
months'  trial,  will  you  do  so  at  your  own  expense,  and  be  responsi- 
ble for  its  safe  arrival  at  our  "  Home  "  in  Baltimore  ? 

6.  In  case  of  sickness,  disease,  or  accident,  will  the  child  be  re- 
tained, and  receive  proper  medical  attention  under  your  special 
care? 

7.  Will  you  give  the  child  not  less  than  three  months'  schooling 
each  year  until  it  is  sixteen  years  of  age  ?

N.  B.  It  is  absolutely  requisite  that  the  Applicant,  after  stating 
the  sex  and  age  of  the  child  desired,  answer  in  writing,  the  foregoing 
questions  in  accordance  with  the  following  explanatory  notes,  as  no 
child  will  be  placed  out  until  we  receive  the  above  form  or  Contract, 
satisfactorily  filled  up,  signed,  witnessed,  and  endorsed. 

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  TO  ABOVE  QUESTIONS. 

Question  1.  We  require  this  question  to  be  answered  as  explicitly 
as  possible,  the  applicant  stating  briefly  his  object  and  design  in  apply- 
ing for  the  child,  with  the  occupation  or  business  in  life  for  which  he 
designs  to  fit  it.  - 

Question  2.  We  require,  that  so  far,  as  kind,  considerate  and  re- 
spectful treatment  is  concerned,  the  child  be  received  upon  an  equal- 
ity with  the  Applicant 's  family.  Should  it  be  ascertained  upon  a  trial 
of  two  months,  that  the  child  is  wn suitable,  it  can  be  returned  to  our 
''Home"   in  Baltimore,  at  No.  72  North  Calvert  Street,  near  Pleasant. 

Question  3.  We  require  the  child  to  be  clad  as  genteelly  and  as 
comfortably,  as  the  children  of  country  gentlemen  generally. 

Question  4.  We  require,  that  the  child  be  retained  until  the  ex- 
piration of  its  full  term  of  trial.  Should  it  be  desirable  to  return  it, 
ten  days'  previous  notice  must  be  given. 

Question  5.  We  require  should  the  child  be  returned,  that  it  be 
delivered  by  its  Foster  Parent,  in  person,  or  by  the  hands  of  some  per- 
fectly responsible  person  to  the  Agent,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the 
officers  at  the  "Home"  in  as  good  condition  in  respect  to  clothing,  as 
when  received. 

Question  6.  We  require,  in  the  case  of  sickness,  disease  or  acci- 
dent, that  the  child  receive  proper  medical  attention,  and  careful 
nursing  under  your  special  care,  and  must  not  be  returned  in  a  sickly, 
diseased  or  maimed  condition.

Question  7.  We  require  the  child  to  be  sent  to  a  proper  day  school, 
three  months  each  year,  until  it  arrives  at  16  years  of  age,  or  an  aver- 
age amount,  independent  of  any  instruction  it  may  receive  at  home. 

Question  8.  We  require  the  Foster  Parents  to  be  very  particular 
in  the  child's  attendance  upon  Church  and  Sabbath  School,  as  fre- 
quently as  possible,  we  considering  the  moral  training  of  the  children 
the  most  important  feature  in  our  work. 

Questions  9  and  10.  The  Foster  Parents  will  be  held  strictly  re- 
sponsible, for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  child  while  under  their 
care,  they  informing  us  immediately  of  the  least  interference  from 
any  source  whatever. 

Question  11.  The  Foster  Parents  are  responsible  to  the  Society 
alone  for  the  child,  and  must  deliver  it  up  to  no  one,  nor  allow  it  to 
visit  the  city,  without  the  consent  of  our  Agent. 

Question  12.  In  the  case  of  the  child's  absconding,  its  Foster  Pa- 
rents will  be  required  to  protect  the  Society,  by  the  adoption  of  prompt 
and  effective  measures  for  its  recovery. 

Question  14.  At  eighteen  years  of  age,  our  children  receive  the 
amount  of  $50.00  payable  to  the  order  of  the  Agent. 

Question  15.  The  applicant  will  be  required  to  send  some  perfectly 
reliable  person  to  our  "  Home"  for  the  child. 

Question  16.  The  child  shall  be  delivered  by  the  Agent  in  person 
to  the  applicant,  at  which  time  he  (the  Agent)  shall  be  refunded  the 
full  amount  of  its  traveling  expenses. 

Question  17.  Unless  we  receive  concise  written  reports,  at  least 
twice  a  year  relative  to  the  child,  we  consider  the  contract  violated. 

Question  18.  No  application  will  be  retained  upon  our  books  for 
a  longer  period  than  six  months  from  its  reception,  unless  renewed 
by  the  applicant. 

Signature  of  Applicant,  &c.  Applications  are  not  considered 
legal,  unless  signed  by  the  applicant  himself,  with  his  Post  Office  ad- 
dress. The  signatures  of  two  responsible  witnesses,  with  their  ad- 
dress. The  names  of  three  responsible  referees,  with  their  address ; 
or  the  endorsements  of  the  Local  Committee  of  his  district,  should 
there  be  one,  and  the  application  properly  dated. 

Observance  of  Contract.  Foster  Parents  are  held  strictly  ac- 
countable for  the  observance  of  their  contract  with  the  Society. 
Should  the  contract  be  violated,  the  child  will  certainly  be  removed. 
Our  Agent  is  required  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances,  to 
furnish  the  applicant,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  with 
a  true  and  concise  statement  relative  to  the  antecedents,  habits,  dis- 
position, health,  &c,  &c,  of  each  and  every  child  under  his  care. 


An  Act  to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  IV  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  for  Baltimore  City, 
titlt  "Vagrants f  for  the  purpose  of  extending  to  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  the  pro- 
visions therein  relating  to  the  Rome  of  the  Friendless. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  fol- 
lowing Section  be  added  to  Article  IV,  of  the  Public  Local  Law  for 
Baltimore  City,  title  Vagrants  : 

Sec.  1.  The  Judges  of  the  Orphans'  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  the 
Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court,  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Poor  and  the  ward-managers  of  the  Poor,  and  any  Police  Offi- 
cer or  Constable  of  said  City,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  deal  with,  and  commit  to  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Baltimore,  any  minor,  whether  male  or 
female,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  circumstances*  as 
they  are  authorized  to  deal  with  and  commit  female  minors  to  the 
care  and  charge  of  the  Home  of  the  Friendless,  by  the  Public.  Local 
Law  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Article  IV,  title  "Vagrants,"  Section 
907  to  927  both  inclusive,  and  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers 
of  said  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Baltimore,  are  hereby  vested  in 
regard  to  all  minors,  male  or  female,  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
authority  which  the  Home  of  the  Friendless,  or  the  President  and 
managers  thereof  by  said  Public  Local  Law  of  Baltimore  City  are 
vested  with  in  regaid  to  female  minors,  and  are  to  observe  the  same 
forms  and  regulations  in  regard  to  the  binding  out,  adopting  or  other- 
wise disposing  of  minors,  male  and  female,  committed  to  them  by 
virtue  of  this  law,  except  that  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  may  bind  out  or  dispose  of  male  minors 
committed  to  them  until  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

*  These  circumstances  are,  being  destitute,  and  suffering  for  want  of  support — found 
begging  about  the  streets  of  Baltimore  city— child  of  a  beggar — suffering  through  the 
extreme  indigence  of  parents— or  bad  habits  of  parents— or  neglect  of  parents— ille- 
gitimate child,  without  sufficient  sustenance  afforded— or  child  of  persons  without 
the  State  of  Maryland,  without  sufficient  sustenance  afforded. 


CONSTITUTION   AND  BY-LAWS    OF  THE  CHILD- 
REN'S AID  SOCIETY  OF  PALTIMORE. 


GOM-STITITTIOlJr. 

1.  This  Society  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Bal- 
timore. 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  improve  the  condition  of  poor  and  destitute  children  of 
this  city,  and  especially  by  procuring  them  homes  in  the  country. 

3.  The  affairs  and  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  managed  by  thirty  (30)  Mana- 
gers, who  shall  be  chosen  hereafter,  at  such  time  and  piace  as  shall  be  designated  for 
that  purpose  in  the  By-Laws.  The  managers  in  office,  at  the  time  of  the  formation 
of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  ffm.  B.  Canfield,  Jud^e  H.  L.  Bond,  Dr.  H.  S.  Hunt, 
Edw.  M.  Greenway,  A.  G.  P.  Dodge,  T.  S.  Rhett,  Dr.  J.  C.  Thomas,  W.  H.  Stran, 
E.  Whitman,  Jesse  Tyson,  R.  S.  Mathews,  W.  C.  Palmer,  Edw.  M.  Keith,  W.  C. 
Hopkins,  John  W.  Davis,  Thomas  Creamer,  J.  Dean  Smith,  Win.  A.  Wisong,  T.  D. 
Baird,  A.  F.  Crane,  J.  W.  Selby,  W.  H. 'Richardson,  C.  J.  Baker,  J.  R.  Stillsoh, 
Charles  H.  Mercer,  Rev  I.  P.  Cook,  M.  N.  Forney,  Gerard  H.  Reese,  Dr.  L.  H.  Stei- 
ner,  Edw.  Otis  Hinkley,  who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are  appointed, 
and  shall  from  their  own  number  appoint  a  President,  Vice-President,  Recording 
Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  serve  until  others  shall 
be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

4.  Every  person  who  shall  have  contributed  within  the  year  to  the  funds  of  the 
Association,  and  not  less  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  election,  and  whose 
whole  contribution  shall  have  been  entered  upon  the  books,  shall  be  considered  a 
member  thereof,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  of  managers. 

5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  other  officers  and 
agents  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their  compensation, 
and  in  general  lo  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  Society. 

They  shall  also  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  number,  occasioned  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  until  the  next  annual  election  occurring  after  such  vacancy. 

6.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety.

BY-LAWS. 

1.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every 
month. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  also  be  called  by  the  President  and  Vice-President,  or 
on  the  written  request  of  any  three  Managers. 

3.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

4.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  and  Board,  and  perform  the  duties  usual  to  such  officer. 

5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society 
and  Board. 

6.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have. charge  of  all  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  General  Superintendent  as  the  Board 
may  direct. 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  authorized  to  pay  any  funds  in  his  hands,  on  the 
order  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  countersigned  by  the  President,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence, by  three  Managers.  At  each  stated  meeting  he  shall  report  the  amount  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  last  stated  meeting,  and  the  amountof  funds  on 
hand. 

8.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  in 
October,  in  each  year,  as  the  Board  may  designate,  at  which  time  the  annual  election 
for  Managers  shall  take  place,  and  a  report  of  the  workings  of  the  Society  shall  be 
made  by  the  Board. 

9.  No  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  By-Laws  shall  be  made,  except  at  a  stated 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  at  the  last  pre- 
vious stated  meeting.
